Peterson wants to discuss the 
possibility of building a suitable 
stadium in southern New Hamp- 
shire, about an hour's drive 
from Boston.

real," he added. "Frankly, their 
Initial proposals are quite at- 
tractive." 


Also contacting Sullivan were 


officials and groups in Seattle, 
Tampa and Jacksonville, Mem- 
phis, Tenn.. Birmingham, Ala., 
and Kentucky. All have, fell out 
the Patriots in the past. 


The flood of phone calls and 


telegrams began anew Monday 
when the Harvard Corporation 
re-affirmed a decision barring 
the Patriots from the universi- 
ty's stadium.

Football League merger with 
the National Football League 
this year, all clubs must have 
stadiums with a 50,000-seat ca- 
pacity.

says unabashedly he'll be Just 
as unbeatable as a pro football 
player as he is sprinting the 
100-yard dash. 


"My mental attitude is super- 


ior to Jimmy Hines, Bob Hayes 
and all those cats," Carlos said 
Tuesday of other top sprinters 
who have gone into pro football. 
"They think they can be beat. 
I can't be beat. I'll Just apply 
that attitude to football." 


The 24-year-old native of New 


York City, who shares the world 
record of 9.1 seconds in the 
100-yard dash, was the Philadel- 
phia Eagles' Kith-round d r a f t 
choice. 


Although he wasn't a high 


draft choice, Carlos told the San 
Diego Sportscasters - Sports- 
writers Association meeting he 
expects a big salary from the 
Eagles. Without quoting a spe- 
cific figure, he said: 


"I told 'em we'd start at $1 


million and work down to some- 
thing decent. I don't want to 
start at $400,000 and work up 
to a million." 


Carlos, who attended San Jose 


State, doesn't think he's handi- 
capped by lack of college grid- 
Iron experience. "I'll be so rich 
I'll throw my track shoes in 
a fire. 


"I 
haven't played 
college 


ball," he said. "But I've played 
quite a bit of street football. 
And to me street ball Is more 
Important than college ball. Tve 
taken some lard knocks on con- 
crete playing in the street and 
come back to play again the 
next day." 


He plans to add 20 pounds 


to his 6-foot-3, 205-pound frame. 


"Two-twenty-five would be a 


good running weight. I could 
shake off tacklers. I'd like to 
be a running back. 


"Any big linebacker coming 


at me has to know his job. 
I'm going to have to know my Job 
bettor. I'm going to run just 
scared enoueh to Ret away." 


Carlos doesn't believe added 


weight will diminish his speed 
too much. 


Meanwhile he promised to 


break the world records In the 
Indoor 60-yard dash and the out- 
door 100 before turning pro, 


"I expect to break 9.0 this 


summer," he said. He will try 
to break the mark of 5.9 for 
the indoor 60-yard dash, which 
he shares with several others, 
Feb. 20 in the San Diego In- 
door Games. 


"I don't want to sound cocky, 


but the watch will be my main 
competition," he said. 


Carlos hasn't lost a race since 


last June in the National AAU 
meet in Florida. He was beaten 
by Ivory Crockett of Southern 
Illinois.
